Library employee files 
discrimination complaint

Dorothy Wiberg, an eight-year 
veteran of the Wilmington 


Memorial Hall Library staff, has 
filed a complaint against the Town 
of Wilmington with the 
Massachusetts Commission Against 
Discrimination (MCAD), 

Wiberg contends the town 
discriminated against her on the 
basis of age and sex in hiring a 
full-time circulation librarian on 
August 13. 

Executive Assistart to the 
Commissioners of the MCAD Jane 
Brayton confirmed that the 
complaint was filed by Wiberg 
September 2 and that it is currently 
“under investigation,” 

Wiberg, a 59-year-old resident of 
Andover Strect, in Wilmington, 
held the position on an interim basis 
following the retirement of Barbara 
White in April of this year. 

"I was doing the job from the time 
she retired and I was there for eight 
years, I know the job backwards and 
forwards," Wiberg stated. 

Wiberg's complaint against the 
town through the MCAD is being 
handled by Attorney Sven D. 
Wiberg, of Rull and McKenney, a 
South Boston law firm. 

The MCAD is an "excellent place 
for this complaint,” Sven stated. 
"The commission's job is to provide 
relief for peopfe who are 
discriminated against " 

In the complaint, Wiberg alleges 
"the reason [she] was denied the 
promotion was because of my age 
(DOB 06/23/34) and my sex 
(female)," 

The town hired Laura Hodgson, 
35, of Brentwood Avenue in 
Wilmington for the full-time 
position, Hodgson is the daughter 
of Selectmen Chairman Chester 
Bruce. 

In hiring Hodgson, Library 
Director Philip Meriam, according 
to Wiberg's complaint, explained 
the decision as part of an effort to 
bring in "new, young blood." 

During Dorothy Wiberg's June 15 
interview, her complaint states, she 
was asked by Reference Librarian 
David Rush about her “plans for 
retirement and possible needs to 
spend time with my grandchildren." 

Sven Wiberg says the age 
discrimination complaint is "related 
to her sex," a basis on which he says 
Wiberg was discriminated against 
‘implicitly, rather than explicitly." 

Dorothy Wiberg alleges in her 
complaint that Meriam further 
explained the decision not to hire 
her "as being due to the fact Ms. 
Hodgson had ‘computer 
experience.” 

The job description, as posted by 
the town, calls for a circulation 
librarian to. "Perform a variety of 
computerized circulation 
procedures usually repetitive and 
routine in nature.” 

Wiberg, in her complaint, 
maintains she is fluent with the 
library's computer system and has 
“handled the two times these 
services have been up-graded with 
no problem." 
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Dorothy Wiberg has "been with 
the library since the computer 
system was installed," Sven Wiberg 
said. 

Meriam declined comment, 
referring questions to Town 
Manager Michael Caira. 

"I don't believe the complaint has 
merit,” Caira said, adding, "We 
made the appointment based upon 
the correct criteria." 

Caira further said the issue of age 
"never entered into the 
deliberation." He also diffused 
Wiberg's sex discrimination 
complaint, stating "clearly the 
appointee [Hodgson] is a woman." 

The town has 21 days after receipt

of the complaint, which was sent 
from the MCAD on September 24, 
to respond. After which, Wiberg 
“has an opportunity to rebut the 
response,” Brayton said. Then the 
MCAD, a neutral body, would 
launch. an investigation into the 
matter. 

Caira verified the town had 
received the complaint, and 
indicated he would respond "on the 
basis of discussions with the people 
involved...and the assistance of 
counsel." 

“We're certain. that Dorothy was 
discriminated against and where it 
goes from there is up to the 
commission," Sven Wiberg said.

Residents, board of health 
discuss Raffi-Swanson incidents

Close to 20 residents living in 
proximity to Raffi-Swanson, Inc. - 
now called Surface Coatings, Inc. - 
packed the Wilmington Board of 
Health's meeting Monday at the 
town hall to discuss with company 
executives recent incidents at that 
Eames Street facility. 

Surface Coatings CEO Gabe Pace 
responded to residents regarding a 
September 23 spill of five to ten 
gallons, according to company 
estimates. This came in the wake of 
a similar accident September 20. 
An additional spill occurred 
September 10, when a previously 
filled tank thought to be empty was 
re-filled, causing an overload and 
leak through an emergency valve. 
Approximately 10-15 gallons of 
ethyl acrylate were spilléd as a 
result, according to a report from 
the board of health. 

At Monday's meeting, residents 
expressed frustration and concern 
over the spilling by Surface 
Coatings of ethyl acrylate, a 
flammable liquid which emits a 
strong odor even in small, 
undetectable quantities. 

"This is an issue of trust,” Virginia 
MacNeil-Miraglia, of Morse 
Avenue said. 

In response, residents have 
formed a negotiations committee 
chaired by Debbie Thompson, also 
of Morse Avenue. The committce 
will consist of area residents, Fire 
Chief Dan Stewart, an 
undetermined board of health 
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member, an undisclosed sclectman 
and Surface Coatings officials. 

"Right now we're setting an 
agenda and coming to an agreement 
about things [Surface Coatings has 
to do]," Thompson said. 

In the meantime, Board of Health 
Chairman Dr. James Ficociello is 
calling for the implementation by 
Surface Coatings of a "negative 
pressure environment,” a system 


which would ensure the passage of 
chemicals within the plant through a 
thermal oxidizer - a device "like an 
oven," which burns chemicals 
before sending them out into the 
environment. 

Pace said Surface Coatings is 
“looking into it,” but would not 
indicate any sort of time-frame. "I 
know nothing of the technology," 
the company's CEO stated.

There is a sense of Robin Hood in 
the new budget bill that Congress 
has passed. It does indeed take 
from the rich in the form of higher 
tax rates and give to the poor 
expanded earned income tax 
credits, but some people in the 
middle may find themselves paying 
more, too. 

Couples earning more than 
$140,000 in taxable income 
($115,000 for singles) will be 
taxed at a marginal rate of 36 
percent; a surtax to 39.6 percent is 
added on taxable income over 
$250,000. The Medicare tax is due 
on all earned income beginning in 
1994. The new tax rates are 
retroactive to January. 

For the poor, those earning less 
than $11,000 a year, a larger 
earned-income tax credit makes 
working more worthwhile. The 
bill will make food stamps easier to 
get, too. 

Taxes on Social Security benefits 
won't be changed until January 
1994, Under a complicated 
formula, up ‘to 85 percent of 
benefits can be taxed if the total of 
adjusted gross income, tax-exempt 
interest and half of Social Security 
benefits top $44,000 for couples, 
$34,000 for singles.

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Hockey coach job on the line

Tewksbury High School varsity 
hockey coach Don Ciampa met with 
Superintendent of Schools Christine 
McGrath and Athletic Director 
Mickey Sullivan Tuesday afternoon 
for two hours to review the 
four-year coach's performance, 
according to Sullivan. 

The TMHS athletic director will 
be interviewing former Redmen 
coach Bob McCabe this week prior 
to coming up with a 
recommendation that will 
determine Ciampa's fate. 

Sullivan would not disclose details 
of the closed-door meeting, but 
indicated he would make a 
recomendation to the 
superintendent Thursday morning. 

Under thé Education Reform Bill 
passed this year, all high school 
coaches are effectively hired by the 
superintendent, with input from the 
athletic director. 

"T have to be objective and review 
both candidates," Sullivan said, 
referring to Ciampa and Bob 
McCabe, who held the job on two 
separate occasions during the 
1980's, on one occassion for five 
years and the other for a single 
season. McCabe has applied for the 


position again and will be 
interviewed sometime over the next 
two days. 


During his second stint as coach 
McCabe led TMHS' teams to five 
consecutive MVC Small School 
Championships. 

"I haven't talked to Bob McCabe 
about hockey in 13 years,” Sullivan 
said. 

Ciampa, MVC Coach of the Year 
for the 1992-93 season, refused 
comment prior to Tuesday's 
meeting with Sullivan and McGrath. 
"There's nothing I can say right 
now," he stated. 

Yet, while most of the major 
players in this matter all appear to 
be waiting until Thursday to speak 
openly about just who will coach 
TMHS hockey, Tewksbury School 


*Committee member Ed Doherty, 


who has been involved in various 
capacities with Tewksbury hockcy, 
both on the youth and varsity levels. 
since 1970, was very vocal in his 
opinion of Ciampa. 

"I particularly am not happy with 
the performance of coach Ciampa," 
Doherty said. There's a perception 
that once you're hired as coach, it's. 
a lifetime position. And it's not. 


"I have had people [ineluding ™ 


former players] come to me with 
serious complaints [about Ciampa). 
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We'r® mot reviewing Itim for any 
win-loss situation," Doherty stated, 
adding, "Maybe Don Ciampa is the 
best of all the applicants. But we 
have to look into these complaints 
and validate them. We need kids to 
have a good experience as a 
Tewksbury High School hockey 
players." 

Doherty then went on to blast 
fellow school committee committee 
member Kevin Anderson for his 
apparent neutral stance regarding 
the coaching situation. 

"I have no axe to grind with Don 
Ciampa or the athletic director, but 


I definitely have an axe to grind 
with any school committee member 
who wants nothing to do with [any 
school department issue]," he said, 
quoting Anderson as saying "I don't 
want to get involved." 

Anderson could not be reached for 
comment Monday or Tuesday night, 
but has voiced his support for 
Ciampa several times over the past 
two months. 

Doherty, who said he has taken 
complaints he fielded about Ciampa 
to Sullivan in the past, concluded his 


remarks by saying, "I'm very 
discouraged at the athletic directot 
when you speak about}problems 4 
they fall on deaf ears.”

Rabies is here, 
and it is serious

The rabies virus has haunted mankind for centuries, but lately the 
disease has been making its presence felt right here, right now, in 
your neighborhood. 

A new strain of raccoon-preferring rabies has been creeping up 
and down the Atlantic coast, since its discovery in West Virginia. 
The presence of rabies has been verified three times in Tewksbury 
so far this year, and three times in Wilmington. It has arrived. 

Rabies is a fascinating virus, but then tomados are fascinating as 
well. Like all viruses, rabies cannot live outside the body and must 
be transmitted directly, but the virus has evolved a unique way of 
moving from one individual to the next. The disease attacks the 
central nervous system, causing an uncontrollable urge to snap and 
bite, then it moves into the saliva glands, kicking them into full 
production of infected saliva. After a brief period, the victim 
becomes a walking hypodermic syringe, spreading the disease by 
snapping at every living thing in sight. 

Dogs and cats, if vaccinated against rabies, must receive a booster 
shot if attacked by a rabid animal, then kept in isolation for three 
months. But unvaccinated dogs and cats get absolute quarantine for 
three months, then another three months isolated from-all except 
one family member, 

However, most dogs and cats which are bitten by a proven rabid 
animal, or even those that tum up with unaccountable wounds, are 
usually recommended for euthanasia. Down they go, because it's 
quicker, cheaper, and certain to prevent the onset of rabies. 

If your dog or cat has not been vaccinated, it is in danger and so 
are you. Police in Tewksbury receive about 10 cases per week of 
raccoons acting strangely, and most of them are shot on sight. How 
many slip away, or are never detected at all? Plenty. If your little 
kitty roams the neighborhood at night, and little kitty comes home 
with a scratch one morning, that's all the warning you'll get. Little 
kitty might suddenly tum into a monster, infecting one or more 
human family members with rabies before somebody adds it all up. 
By then, it might be too late, Rabies can and will kill humans, and a 
litle girl died from rabies recently in New York state. 

If left untreated, rabies is fatal to humans, and waiting until little 
kitty starts foaming at the mouth (an unreliable symptom!) might 
make it too late to receive the human rabies inoculations. 

The law requires pet owners to have their dogs and now their cats 
vaccinated against the rabies virus. If you forget to keep the shots 
current, you might get a ticket if you're lucky, you might lose your 
beloved pet if an unexplained injury tums up, or you may die of 
rabies yourself if little kitty nips you. The choices are not pretty. 

Get your pets vaccinated, You are in serious danger.

‘begin next Wednesday, October 20, 
Massachusetts, (Sorry, but I just 
Won't do much out-of-state hunting 
or fishing. Massachusetts has loads 
of outdoors pursuits.. Stay home!) 

For those who have never hunted 
before, please don't go alone. The 
absolute best way to learn about the 
sport of hunting is to tag along with 
a seasoned veteran, Hunting) like 
most human activity, is best learned 
by copying somebody who knows 
what he (or she!) is doing. If you 
need help, ask at a local sportsman's 
club. 

However, for the hard-heads who 
insist upon teaching themselves, 
herewith is a small game hunting 
primer. 

First, you need equipment. Stout 
boots is the first requirement, and 
clothes should be warm and able to 
take a beating from pricker bushes 
and barbed wire. Since you'll hike 
most of the day, the warmth of the 
clothes isn't crucial. 

Next comes a firearm, or bow if 
you think you're good enough to hit 
a pheasant on the wing. Shotguns in 
Massachusetts, period. There are a 
few exceptions, such as bear, but a 
well-oiled shotgun is your constant 
companion in this state. Along with 
the fireworks comes the necessary 
permits and hunter safety approval, 
plus the proper ammunition. A box 
of number 6 or number 4 birdshot 
is fine. If you get lucky, you might 
use up a round or two of ammo, 
maybe even three.

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Anti-Diet Weight Loss 
Dr. Judith Goldberg 


Goldberg points out that many 
overeaters use food as a reward, 
a crutch, a source of consola- 
tion, or a spare time activity 
when bored. Naturally thin peo- 
ple, on the other hand, eat to 
satisfy their hunger. By teaching 
overeaters how to think about 
food the way a thin person does, 
the Anti-Diet Weight Loss 
Program can achieve success 
when other methods fail 


"My students have gone 
through the whole gamut. And 
they've been successful for a 


time, usually. They call me after 
they've gained weight again and 
they ask, 'What am I doing 
wrong?’ I tell them that diets 
are based on deprivation, and 
that's their problem, People who 
overeat tend to be people who 
deprive themselves in many 


areas of their lives. Food 
becomes a relief, a way to relax. 
They can go on a diet, but they 
can endure the additional. depri- 
vation of the diet for only so 
long. When they go off the diet 
they end up making up for the 
deprivation and regaining the 
weight." 

Dr. Goldberg continues enthu- 
siastically, "The Anti-Diet 
Weight Loss Program works on 
the opposite principle from 
diets. We make sure there is no 
food deprivation first, and then 
we do a variety of activities 
through which students learn to 
recognize when they are gen- 
uinely hungry for food and when 
they are using eating for some 
other purpose. 

"By the time they leave the 
program," states Dr. Goldberg, 
"they are in control of food. It 
has no more power over them." 

The ten-week course begins 
during the second week of 
October. Morning, afternoon and 
evening classes will be offered. 
Each class consists of discus- 
sions, followed by simple, effec: 
tive homework assignments. No 
diets, fat-counting or special 
foods are used. Preview ses- 
sions, which explain the pro- 
gram, are scheduled for 
Saturday, October 9 at 10 a.m. 
and October 12 at 4 and 7 p.m 
The fee for the Preview is $10 
and the fee for each class is $35, 
on a pay-as-you-go basis. Many 
health insurance plans will 
cover all or part of the fees 
under their mental health bene- 
fit.

"Mini-Meals" are the proper 
diet for persons over age 60 


Anyone over 60 and adhering 
to three square meals a day 
might do their body a favor by 
splitting those three meals into 
six "mini-meals." 

That's the recommendation 
of Tufts University nutrition pro- 
fessor Helen Rasmussen, M.S., 
R.D., whose nutrition findings 
have appeared in The Journal of 
the American College of 
Nutrition, 

Rasmussen, who is also a 
research dietitian with the 
U.S.D.A. Human Nutrition 
Research Center on Aging at 
Tufts, says studies reveal that 
snacking - eating smaller, more 
frequent servings of such foods 
as low-fat cookies and crackers, 
fruit-based milk shakes, small 
sandwiches, cereals, pastas, 
grains - is actually a far better 
way for older people to get the 
nutrition they need. 

"As we age, our stomach's 
supply of hydrochloric acid, the 
gastric secretion that helps 
digest food, is diminished, so 
food isn't broken up as quickly," 
says Rasmussen. "That is one 
reason why older people tend to 
feel gassy, bloated or uncomfort- 
able after meals. The stomach 
has received more food than it 
can easily digest.

"But by having frequent, 
smaller portions of food 
throughout the day - in the form 
of both snacks and 'mini-meals' 
-- the older person is working 
with changes that take place 
naturally as part of the aging 
process.” 

Rasmussen’ adds __ that 
changes that take place as the 
result of aging sometimes make 
it harder to meet nutritional 
needs. "For example, as many 
as 50% of the elderly have den 
tal care problems that make 
chewing more difficult," says 
Rasmussen. "One snack I rec 
ommend for people with chew: 
ing problems is graham crack 
ers and jam. The graham crack 
ers are nutritious and easy to 
eat and the jam provides the 
sweetness many older people 
enjoy." 

Also, Rasmussen points out 
that taste buds can become less 
sensitive as it once did, result 
ing in a loss of appetite 
Consequently, meals are forgot 
ten or skipped," she says. "One 
tip is to set an alarm clock as a 
reminder to eat. At the end of 
each snack or mini-meal, set the 
alarm again for the next meal." 

Fluid intake and exercise are 
important, too. savs Rasmussen.

Emergency Health Crisis Service 


"Do you, or someone your 
know, need help? Are you feel- 
ing hopeless, desperate, isolated, 
out of control or depressed? Are 
family conflicts escalating to the 
point where you wish someone 
would intervene because you or 
your family are unable to con 
tinue to struggle with upsetting 
behavior?" asks an EMHS 
spokesperson. 

If these or other kinds of dis- 
turbing activities reach crisis 
proportions to those living in 
the Melrose, North Reading, 
Reading, Stoneham or Wakefield 
area they need to know about 
the Emergency Mental Health 
Crisis number at 1-800-867-1111. 

This is a new seven day a 
week and 24-hour emergency 
service being provided by 
Eastern Middlesex Human 
Services (EMHS). This service 
is unique in the area because 
the goal is to provide mobile 
outreach to people in their 
homes within an hour or with a 
phone call by trained emergency 
counselors. 

Everyone experiences stress 
at times, but when that problem 
becomes overwhelming or an 
individual is in need of immedi 
ate care, a compassionate pro- 
fessional trained to deal with 
mental health emergencies may 
be needed. They can help per- 
sons in crisis to make a decision 
regarding possible steps to take 
toward solving the problem 
This can range from simply 
talking to someone in their 
home until the crisis passes, to 
providing clinical evaluation, 
respite away from home for a 
limited time and even hospital- 
ization in an emergency. 


Jane Brodie, EMHS Director 
of Mental Health Crisis 
Services, believes that there are 
other options within the commu- 
nity to help people if someone is 
not at the point of needing to be 
in a hospital. "Our goal is pre- 


vention as well as problem solv. 
ing - before things get out of 
control," says Brodie who holds 
a Ph.D. and is a licensed 
Massachusetts psychologist. She 
s "In meeting the mental 
health needs of the community 
that are difficult we want people 
to feel safe and have trust." 
The Crisis Services was 
awarded to Eastern Middlesex 
Human Services by the 
Massachusetts Department of

"A Bronx Tale" Starring 
Robert De Niro, Chazz 
Palminteri, Lillo Brancato, 
Francis Capra, Taral Hicks 
Directed by De _ Niro

Robert De Niro has always 
been the kind of guy who could 
inhabit the skin of whatever 
character he portrayed. Now, 
having made his directorial 
debut with "A Bronx Tale," he 
has proved he can inhabit entire 
themes. 

Atmospheric, honest, intrigu- 
ing and complete in every sense, 
this movie is artfully directed 
De Niro had a great script to 
work from, one based on a true 
incident by leading man/ 
scriptwriter Chazz Palminteri 

As a young boy growing up in 
the Bronx, Palminteri witnessed 
a man shoot another man dur- 
ing what appeared to be a fight 
over a parking space. He took 
that incident and turned it into 
the play that was the basis for 
this film about life in an Italian- 
American neighborhood in 
which the wise guys aren't the 
only people on the block, as is 
often the case. 

In Palminteri's story, nine- 
year-old Calogero (Francis 
Capra) witnesses a shooting, but 
refuses to rat on Sonny, the 
tough gangster (Palminteri) 
who owns the bar next door to 
his parent's modest apartment. 
His father, played with a work- 
ing class integrity by De Niro, 
explains that Calogero did a 
good thing, but he did it for a 
bad man 


At that age, the little boy is 
simply dazzled by Sonny, his 
sharkskin suits, cool demeanor 
and obvious power. When Sonny 
‘wants to take this kid under his 
(wing, daddy De Niro is furious.

He wants his boy to understand 
that the real heroes are the 
working men who get up and 
slog through jobs they hate in 
order to support their families. 
Joining the Mob and hanging 
around in bars all day is the 
easy way out 

But Calogero can't keep away 
from the bar, or from Sonny. He 
sneaks over to be with Sonny 
whenever he can, and he sees 
something his father can't 
Sonny is no knuckle-dragging 
Mafia kingpin. He may be brutal 
when necessary, but he is bril- 
liant. He never wants Calogero 
to enter his life, but simply to 
learn from it. He sees the boy 
much as the son he never had. It 
is to both Palminteri's and De 
Niro's credit that Sonny is one 
of the most fleshed out charac 
ter we've seen in a drama in 
years. 

Surprisingly, both Lillo 
Brancato as the 17-year-old 
Calogero and Capra as the 
younger version hold their own 
against Palminteri's Machiavel- 
lian mobster and De Niro's 
ernest father. Both boys, along 
with many other members of 
the cast, had never before acted 
professionally, which may 
explain why their performances 
are so true to life. 


There's so much going on in 
this flick that it could become a 
textbook example of how rich 
and fulfilling a movie can be. 
The men who cluster around 
Sonny, with their nicknames and 
unusual faces, are mirrored in 
the boys who later make up the 
teens a 17-year-old Calogero 
chooses as his friends. All of 
these men, young and old, are 
like the characters who inhabit- 
ed every working class neigh- 
borhood during that time when 
we knew our neighbors. 


Calogero's mother (Katherine 
Narducci) is as tempted by 
Sonny's money as her son, 
though she's old enough to know 
better. Taral Hicks as Jane, the 
leggy black teen the older 
Calogero falls for, knows as well 
as her smitten school mate the 
racial trouble they are asking 
for. De Niro showed such 
artistry as a director that he 
was able to reveal the dichotomy 
in each of these people, as well 
as the power of their choices 
over the rest of their lives. 

De Niro also captured a time 
in the 1960s when these little 
Italian-American neighborhoods 
stubbornly remained untouched 
against the era's political and 
social turbulence. But backdrop 
never overpowers this story, it 
simply becomes another charac- 
ter, not unlike the paunchy men 
hanging around the corner, wait- 
ing on Sonny. Or the leather 
jacketed teens hanging around 
their "social club" with Calogero 
on a sunny school day. 

All of these factors, from De 
Niro's well crafted direction of a 
remarkable cast, to a dramatic 
intensity cleverly peppered with 
gritty humor make "A Bronx 
Tale" one movie you should not
